An  efficient  and  competent  teaching  force  has  made  the  schools 
in  town  satisfactory  during  the  past  year.  The  attendance  has  been 
good  and  progress  excellent.  A  high  standard  of  scholarship  is 
maintained,  children  being  required  to  do  more  thorough  and  exten- 
sive work  than  formerly,  the  result  is  that  children  spend  more  time 
in  the  elementary  schools  and  are  much  better  equipped  by  age  and 
mental  training  to  do  high  school  work,  at  the  same  time,  for  these 
reasons  high  school  work  has  an  increased  value  for  them.  The 
school  buildings  in  town  are  in  good  condition  as  are  also  books,  maps, 
etc. 

I  recommend  that  in  time  the  floors  in  the  school  houses  in  Nos. 
8  and  13  be  replaced  with  new  ones.  Only  general  repairs  are  nec- 
essary this  spring. 

I  thank  the  School  Board  and  the  citizens  of  Corinth  for  their  help 
and  support.
